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A Watershed  Year 


For  the  Trustees,  as  for  the  entire  Hos- 
pital Center  family,  1968  was  a year 
of  probing,  exploration,  planning, 
growth,  and  an  accelerating  need  to 
find  creative  answers  to  an  ever-in- 
creasing  list  of  problems. 

Ever  since  Dr.  Edward  Barry  Dalton, 
St.  Luke's  second  resident  physician, 
responded  to  President  Lincoln's  call 
for  volunteers  in  1861,  our  doctors 
and  nurses  have  left  their  homes  and 
careers  to  carry  the  work  of  healing 
to  distant  and  often  dangerous  lands. 
Many  of  our  young  men  and  women 
spent  1968  in  Viet  Nam.  Other,  more 
senior  physicians  also  gave  of  their 
time  to  bring  their  skills  to  needy  peo- 
ple. Dr.  Richard  Stark  again  went  to 
Viet  Nam,  under  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Care-Medico  program.  Dr.  William 
S.  Norton,  II  left  his  busy  practice  for 
a one-month  stay  at  the  Schweitzer 
Hospital  in  Haiti.  Dr.  Benjamin  Balser 
spent  substantial  time  in  the  service 


of  his  country  in  his  role  as  psychiatric 
consultant  to  the  Air  Force.  These  are 
but  a few  examples  of  the  variety  of 
ways  in  which  Hospital  Center  men 
and  women  are  using  their  skills  in  a 
world  so  in  need  of  such  dedicated 
people. 

Honors  for  Hospital  Center  family 
members  were  not  lacking  in 
1968.  An  outstanding  tribute  to  St. 
Luke's  was  the  choice  of  our  Director 
of  Medicine,  Dr.  Theodore  B.  Van  Ital- 
lie,  to  be  visiting  professor  of  internal 
medicine  at  the  American  University 
of  Beirut.  In  his  absence,  Dr.  Edward 
P.  Childs  has  admirably  served  as  Act- 
ing Director.  Datelines  from  cities  all 
over  the  world  recorded  the  arrival  of 
St.  Luke's  physicians  and  other  profes- 
sionals who  participated  in  meeting  of 
the  international  medical  community. 
And  we  were  greatly  pleased  with  the 
selection  of  Dr.  Gerald  D.  Dorman,  a 


former  St.  Luke's  physician  who 
served  as  a major  in  the  St.  Luke's  sec- 
ond evacuation  hospital  in  World  War 
II,  as  president-elect  of  the  American 
Medical  Association. 

St.  Luke's  pioneering  efforts  in  bring- 
ing the  Hospital  Center  closer  to  the 
community  and  in  achieving  greater 
integration  of  minority  groups  and  the 
poor  into  the  health  care  system  were 
particularly  rewarding.  When  Whitney 
Young,  Jr.,  of  the  National  Urban 
League  identified  St.  Luke's  as  one  of 
the  institutions  making  great  gains  in 
redressing  the  balance  for  the  poor, 
he  was  referring  to  the  Neighborhood 
Health  Service,  Community  Psychia- 
try, Methadone  Maintenance,  Com- 
munity Physician  Education,  and  other 
programs  designed  to  make  the  Hos- 
pital Center  a more  vital  resource  for 
the  community. 

We  continued  to  support  vigorously 
the  program  for  nursing  education  at 
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the  St.  Luke's  Hospital  School  of  Nurs- 
ing, and  are  appreciative  of  the  inspir- 
ing remarks  made  to  our  graduates  in 
June  by  Barnard  College  President, 
Miss  Martha  Peterson.  The  Exchange 
Visitor  program  for  educational  op- 
portunities for  foreign  nurses  was  dis- 
continued last  year  after  a decade  of 
happy  experiences.  The  Board  made 
this  difficult  decision  because  we 
wanted  to  redirect  the  funds  used  for 
this  purpose  to  the  training  of  nurs- 
ing personnel  who  would  continue  to 
serve  the  West  Side  community  at  the 
completion  of  the  education  process. 
In  this  light  we  have  greatly  expanded 
our  inservice  training  program.  The 
Nursing  Committee  under  Arnold 
Whitridge  is  looking  into  exciting  new 
possibilities  in  the  field. 

There  were  changes  in  the  makeup 
of  the  medical  staff.  Dr.  Harry  Eggers 
retired  as  Director  of  Ophthalmology. 
We  looked  forward  with  anticipation 
to  the  directorship  of  his  successor, 
Dr.  Graham  Clark.  The  deaths  in  1968 
of  Dr.  James  Scott,  a former  president 
of  the  Alumni  Society  of  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  Dr.  James  Mossman,  Dr.  Ly- 
man Richards  and  Dr.  John  Wester- 
mann  were  noted  with  sorrow. 

The  trustees  also  took  pride  in  the 
growth  of  research  activities  at  the 
Hospital  Center.  As  scientists  through- 
out the  world  were  reporting  stunning 


demonstrations  of  the  importance  of 
research,  our  own  research  staff  was 
diligently  engaged  in  studies  on  a 
broad  front.  Some  80  projects  were 
underway,  funded  by  governmental 
and  private  grants. 

Public  recognition  of  our  activities 
came  through  noteworthy  television 
appearances  by  Drs.  Richard  N.  Pier- 
son, Jr.,  Colin  McCord,  Lajos  von- 
Micsky  and  Paul  Torrens,  who  dis- 
cussed their  work  in  interview  ses- 
sions. A number  of  newspaper  and 
magazine  articles  also  reported  on 
events  at  the  Hospital  Center. 

While  heart  transplant  techniques 
captured  the  world's  imagination  in 
1968,  St.  Luke's  trustees,  physicians 
and  administrators  were  preparing  for 
the  establishment  in  the  future  of  a 
kidney  transplant  center  on  Morning- 
side  Heights.  Meanwhile,  plans  were 
well  along  for  the  creation  of  a hemo- 
dialysis unit,  as  recommended  after 
intensive  investigation  by  an  ad  hoc 
committee  headed  by  A.  Varick  Stout. 
We  began  a new  gastrointestinal  unit 
where  the  clinical  and  academic  dis- 
ciplines are  joined  in  an  important 
medical  subspecialty.  The  coronary 
care  unit,  in  its  first  full  year,  showed 
its  value  as  the  number  of  deaths  from 
cardiac  arrests  was  sharply  reduced. 


The  Board  of  Trustees,  as  always, 
was  responsive  to  the  needs  of  the 
Hospital  Center  and  gave  much  time 
and  energy  to  the  work  of  St.  Luke's. 
The  efforts  of  Kenneth  A.  Ives  and  his 
Dual  Century  Fund  Committee  in  1968 
eased  our  concern  about  the  future  of 
the  Hospital  Center,  but  we  are  still 
left  with  the  need  for  additional  pri- 
vate contributions.  The  Planning  Com- 
mittee, led  by  Henry  R.  Sutphen,  Jr., 
was  notably  active  during  the  year. 
The  Committee  involved  the  medical 
staff  and  members  of  the  management 
in  its  efforts,  and  as  the  result  of  a 
widely  circulated  questionnaire,  plan- 
ning sub-committees  have  been  es- 


tablished to  deal  with  such  questions 
as  the  future  of  St.  Luke's  in  acute 
care,  ambulatory  care,  extended  care, 
teaching  and  research. 

We  thank  the  Finance  Committee 
under  Clifford  W.  Michel  and  the 
Building  Committee  under  William  L. 
Crow,  as  well  as  the  Personnel  and 
Budget  Committee,  led  by  William  J. 
Trent,  Jr.,  for  their  vital  activities  dur- 
ing the  year. 

Much  Trustee  interest  in  1968  cen- 
tered on  discussion  of  a possible  affil- 
iation agreement  with  St.  Barnabas 
Hospital  for  Chronic  Diseases,  and  we 
were  privileged  to  have  happy  meet- 
ings with  its  Chairman, Charles  M.  Bliss 
and  its  officers.  Our  Executive  Com- 
mittee Chairman,  W.  Macy  Chamber- 
lin, will  continue  the  discussions  in  the 
hope  that  arrangements  beneficial  to 
both  institutions  may  be  forthcoming. 

Discussions  concerning  the  broad- 
ening of  our  relationship  with  Colum- 
bia University  were  also  carried  on  by 
several  Board  committees. 

Our  Chaplaincy  program  under 
the  guidance  of  the  Reverend 
Carleton  Sweetser  continued  to  offer 
an  important  extra  dimension  of  care 
to  patients;  Chaplain  Sweetser,  the  as- 
sociate chaplains  and  the  clergy  and 
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students  who  worked  with  them  dur- 
ing the  year  are  to  be  congratulated 
for  the  contribution  they  made  to  fur- 
thering the  principles  of  St.  Luke,  the 
Beloved  Physician. 

We  appreciated  greatly  the  out- 
standing work  in  1968  of  the  ladies  of 
the  St.  Luke's  Auxiliary  and  the  Assist- 
ant Board,  and  the  devoted  services  of 
our  many  volunteers,  who  give  hours 
of  time  to  our  patients. 

The  Board  accepted,  with  regret, 
the  resignations  of  trustees  Daniel  P. 
Davison  and  David  McGovern,  who 
have  temporarily  accepted  overseas 
business  assignments.  The  death  of 
Brigadier  John  W.  F.  Treadwell  was 
deeply  felt  by  all  the  Hospital  Center 
family.  Clarence  G.  Michalis,  one  of 
the  giants  among  St.  Luke's  Trustees, 
gave  up  active  service  in  1968  and  now 
serves  as  an  honorary  trustee.  His  has 
been  a landmark  service  and  he  has 
compiled  a record  of  achievement  of 
which  his  colleagues  and  their  succes- 
sors may  well  be  envious. 

Our  Medical  Board,  led  by  Dr.  My- 
ron Wright,  once  again  carried  for- 
ward the  traditions  of  St.  Luke's,  and 
we  salute  our  medical  staff  for  their 
high  level  of  performance.  Jarvis 
Cromwell  is  Chairman  of  a Committee 
which  started  a study  of  tenure. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete 
without  some  comment  on  the  ex- 
cellent leadership  exhibited  by  our 
Executive  Director,  Charles  W.  David- 
son, and  his  revised  management 
team.  Indeed,  the  entire  Hospital  Cen- 
ter family  continued  to  meet  with 
equanimity  the  great  demands  placed 
on  them  during  a difficult  year. 

For  all  of  us  1968  was  a year  of  trau- 
ma—a watershed  year  for  the  country 
and  for  St.  Luke's  and  Woman's  Hos- 
pitals. In  1968  we  did  our  best  to  fol- 
low the  high  ideals  which  we  have 
come  to  expect  as  standards  of  our 
great  Hospital  Center.  We  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so.  ■

It  is  hardly  possible  for  any  institution 
to  exist  within  a vacuum;  for  a hospi- 
tal, that  luxury  is  non  existent.  As  his- 
torians will  surely  agree,  1968  was  a 
year  of  such  shattering  impact  that  in 
writing  the  St.  Luke's  record,  a consid- 
eration of  the  forces  at  work  in  the 
world  and  in  the  community  are  es- 
sential to  understanding  Hospital  Cen- 
ter development. 

In  the  world  of  1968,  catalytic 
phenomena  were  as  abundant  as  fruit 
in  the  most  lush  orchard.  In  the  eye  of 
this  hurricane  year,  St.  Luke's  moved, 
dramatically  at  times,  and  cautiously 
at  others,  forward  into  a new  age. 

Building  on  the  past  where  possible, 
entering  upon  new  paths  where  re- 
quired, it  can  be  fairly  stated  that  we 
completed  the  hazardous  journey  of 
1968  intact,  and  with  great  hope  for 
the  future. 

Several  studies  pointed  out  that  civil 
disorder  might  reoccur  in  our  cit- 
ies in  1968.  With  that  admonition  in 
mind,  we  reviewed  our  disaster  plan- 
ning procedures  and  updated  our 
readiness  to  render  emergency  medi- 
cal care  to  all  those  who  might  need  it. 
The  preparedness  served  us  well  when 
student  disorder  overtook  neighbor- 
ing Columbia  University  in  the  spring. 
In  two  nights  of  conflict,  more  than 
130  persons  were  treated  in  the 
emergency  room.  Few  injuries  proved 
serious,  but  at  year-end  one  New  York 
City  policeman  was  still  hospitalized 
from  those  events. 

The  assassinations  of  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King  and  Senator  Robert  F. 
Kennedy  shocked  the  world,  and  the 
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Experience 


Hospital  Center  family  joined  in  trib- 
utes to  these  fallen  heroes  with  well 
attended  memorial  services. 

Life  among  the  nation's  poor  was  a 
headline  issue  throughout  the  year. 
At  St.  Luke's,  efforts  to  expand  our  dia- 
logue with  the  community  were  con- 
tinued. A one  and  a half  million  dollar 
grant  from  the  federal  government  for 
our  Neighborhood  Health  Service  Pro- 
gram enabled  us  to  intensify  our  work 
in  community  medicine.  The  Com- 
munity Psychiatry  Unit  also  developed 
new  and  exciting  fields  of  service  in 


police  training  programs  and  among 
single  room  occupancy  tenants.  The 
Methadone  Maintenance  project  for 
heroin  addicts  and  the  training  pro- 
gram for  community  physicians  were 
again  helpful  in  bringing  health  care 
to  the  community. 

More  than  86,000  emergency 
room  visits  and  162,000  out 
patient  department  visits  were  re- 
corded in  1968,  giving  further  testi- 
mony to  our  community  service 
commitment.  Medicaid,  which  was  re- 


duced in  funding  potential  last  year, 
accepted  financial  responsibility  for 
about  half  of  these  emergency  and 
clinic  visits.  We  also  moved  to  make 
our  out-patient  program  more  effec- 
tive by  screening  emergency  patients 
through  a nurse  immediately  upon 
arrival.  Plans  have  also  been  drawn  for 
improving  the  physical  layout  of  the 
emergency  service  to  allow  for  better 
management  of  emergency  cases. 

The  long  term  problem  of  making 
health  care  available  to  older  citizens 
has  been  greatly  reduced  through  the

Medicare  program.  During  the  year 
more  than  30  per  cent  of  our  in-pa- 
tient days  were  attributable  to  Medi- 
care patients.  "Project  Reality",  a pro- 
gram of  new  nursing  techniques  for 
the  maintenance  and  rehabilitation  of 
elderly  patients,  was  instituted  with 
great  success.  This  pilot  program  may 
point  the  way  to  a completely  new  ap- 
proach to  this  area  of  nursing  care  for 
the  future. 

Workers  in  unionized  hospitals  in 
New  York  reached  an  agree- 
ment with  hospitals  as  a contract  dead- 
line approached  at  mid  year.  St.  Luke's 
maintained  its  practice  of  offering 
wages  and  benefits  equal  to  or  better 
than  neighboring  institutions,  and  our 
minimum  wage  went  to  ninety-one 
dollars  per  week  in  July. 

The  St.  Luke's  Auxiliary  was  espe- 
cially helpful  by  dedicating  the  pro- 
ceeds of  their  annual  spring  fashion 
show  luncheon  to  the  employees'  tui- 
tion aid  fund  plan.  Blue  Cross  benefits 
were  again  expanded,  as  were  group 
life  insurance  benefits,  and  pension, 
holiday  and  vacation  benefits.  We 
were  gratified  in  October,  when  St. 
Luke's  employees  voted  at  an  election 
supervised  by  the  State  Labor  Board  to 
continue  placing  their  faith  in  man- 
agement by  indicating  that  their  best 
interests  are  served  by  not  having 
union  representation. 

Acting  on  recommendations  re- 
ceived from  an  employee  attitude  sur- 
vey, the  Hospital  Center  moved  in 


several  areas  to  make -St:  Luke's  a bet- 
ter place  to  work. 

Skill  development  and  job  training 
became  issues  of  nationwide  impor- 
tance. At  St.  Luke's,  orientation  pro- 
grams, and  opportunities  for  promo- 
tion through  job-skill  training  were 
broadened.  A new  radiography  school 
and  training  affiliations  for  inhalation 
therapists  were  1968  educational  mile- 
stones. 

Of  course,  many  long  term  prob- 
lems remained  with  us  in  1968. 
The  squeeze  for  space  again  occupied 
a high  priority  on  administrative  time 
as  did  construction  activities.  The  Eli- 
White-St.  Luke's  Residence  was 
opened  and  provides  many  housing 
opportunities  for  nurses  and  house- 
staff  members.  The  four  floors  of  park- 
ing in  that  building  and  a new  lot  for 
physicians  on  115th  Street  have  re- 
duced the  pressure  for  auto  parking 
in  the  area.  Work  continued  on  the 
Service  and  Research  Building,  and  we 
look  forward  to  1971  when  it  will  be 
completed. 

Transfer  of  private  physicians'  of- 
fices from  Stuyvesant  II  to  the  new 
apartment  building  was  the  first  in  a 
series  of  changes  that  will  permit 
eventual  expansion  of  the  emergency 
room  area.  During  much  of  the  year, 
renovation  was  carried  out  in  the 
main  cafeteria  and  kitchen.  In  addition 
to  more  pleasant  eating  facilities  for 
employees,  the  project  will  give  us  a 
truly  centralized  food  service  program, 
while  freeing  much  needed  space  for 
other  activities. 


1968  saw  a world  wide  gold  crisis, 
a rampaging  stock  market,  a federal 
income  surtax,  and  generally  rising 
prices.  Hospital  economics  were  sub- 
ject to  the  same  spiral.  Operating  ex- 
penses zoomed  to  over  twenty-seven 
million  dollars,  nearly  twenty  million 
of  which  was  for  salaries  and  benefits 
for  St.  Luke's  three  thousand  em- 
ployees. 

We  experienced  an  86  per  cent  bed 
occupancy  in  1968,  comparable  to  the 
previous  year  and  favorable  in  relation 
to  national  and  local  indicators.  Pa- 
tient days,  the  data  used  to  determine 
cost  and  reimbursement  formulae, 
were  also  on  a par  with  the  previous 
year.  Despite  an  uncertain  world, 
there  were  over  two  hundred  more 
babies  born  at  Woman's  Hospital  in 
1968  than  in  1967. 

Accounts  receivable  amounted  to 
over  eight  million  dollars  at  year  end. 
We  were  forced  to  borrow  in  excess 
of  three  million  dollars  from  our  un- 
restricted reserve  funds  to  meet  cur- 
rent expenses.  Our  cash  flow  position 
continues  to  be  a major  source  of 
concern. 

There  were  a number  of  changes  in 
management  personnel  at  the  Hospi- 
tal Center.  The  retirement  of  Carl  P. 
Wright,  Associate  Director  and  former 
Director  of  Woman's  Hospital,  after 
nearly  twenty  years  of  valuable  serv- 
ice, necessitated  a realignment  of 
management  duties.  Ralph  Williams 
joined  us  and  assumed  responsibility 
for  building  and  construction  activi- 
ties. We  were  fortunate  to  have  Daniel 
Triglia  available  to  advance  to  the  po- 
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sition  of  Comptroller.  Ruth  Dietz  was 
appointed  Associate  Director  of  Nurs- 
ing, and  Ruth  Dittmar  succeeded  Fran- 
ces Avella  as  Director  of  the  School  of 
Nursing. 

Certainly  there  were  many  other 
changes.  Indeed,  change  at  St.  Luke's 
has  come  to  be  as  regular  as  change 
in  the  weather.  Yet,  one  thing  remains 
—the  loyalty  and  dedication  of  each 
member  of  the  St.  Luke's  and  Woman's 
family.  For  helping  to  make  my  own 
work  more  fruitful  and  for  helping  to 
achieve  our  goals,  I am  indebted  to 
our  president,  Henry  B.  Guthrie,  and 
his  fellow  trustees,  to  the  medical 
board  president,  Dr.  Myron  Wright, 
and  his  colleagues,  and  to  the  staffs, 
volunteers  and  others  who  join  us  in 
our  efforts. 

I would  be  remiss  if  I did  not  extend 
my  deep  appreciation  to  my  adminis- 
trative colleagues,  Associate  Directors 
F.  Dennis  Harrington,  Gary  Gambuti, 
Robert  McMillen  and  Ralph  Williams; 
Assistant  Directors  Arthur  Slothower, 
Mary  Meehan  and  Evelyn  M.  Peck; 
Public  Relations  Director  James  P. 
May;  Personnel  Director  Richard  De- 
Christoford,  and  all  those  department 
heads  and  supervisors  who  are  part  of 
the  management  team. 

The  tumult  and  the  shouting  of 
1968  is  over,  but  it  will  remain  as 
a towering  experience.  At  our  Service 
Awards  Dinner  in  October,  I had  the 
opportunity  to  address  the  long  serv- 
ice members  of  the  Hospital  Center 


family.  The  closing  remarks  from  the 
address  might  well  serve  to  sum  up 
my  own  reactions  to  1968:  "Our  City 
is  more  troubled;  its  expectations 
higher;  its  demands  greater;  and,  I 
believe,  our  commitment  to  duty  is 
firmer.  If  we  fail  to  grow  and  build 
upon  past  achievements,  we  will  not 
be  equipped  to  meet  the  challenges 
of  tomorrow.  We  still  march  to  the 
ancient  drummer,  who  leads  us  to 
where  we  can  be  most  useful."  ■

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Religious  Services,  Chaplain  Carleton  J.  Sweetser 


A Pastoral  Ministry 


The  chaplaincy  of  St.  Luke's  is  actively 
concerned  with  all  the  people  of  the 
Hospital  Center,  and  the  chaplains 
minister  in  varying  ways  to  medical 
and  nursing  staffs,  employees,  admin- 
istration, and  student  nurses.  It  remains 
first  and  foremost,  however,  a pastoral 
ministry  to  patients. 

This  was  dramatized  in  March,  when 
the  Bishop  of  New  York  presided  at 
the  solemn  re-opening  of  the  balcony 
chapel,  where  Episcopal  and  Roman 
Catholic  services  are  attended  by  our 
patients  each  Sunday.  The  balcony, 
the  area  of  the  chapel  accessible  from 
patient  areas,  had  been  enlarged  and 
refurbished  several  times  in  the  past. 
This  new  work,  made  possible  by  a 


generous  gift  of  the  late  Clark  H.  Mi- 
nor, has  made  it  into  a beautiful  and 
spacious  place  of  worship  at  the  heart 
of  the  Hospital  Center  for  the  inspira- 
tion and  spiritual  nourishment  of  our 
patients. 

The  free  standing  altar,  the  eleven 
foot  cross  (a  memorial  to  the  late 
Chaplain  George  C.  Wyatt  designed 
by  Canon  Edward  N.  West),  the  ample 
areas  for  wheel  chair  and  stretcher  pa- 
tients, and  the  windows  which  enable 
people  to  see  the  chapel  from  the 
Muhlenberg  corridor,  are  its  major 
features.  It  is  a chapel  in  which  cur- 
rent and  meaningful  forms  of  Episco- 
pal and  Roman  Catholic  worship  may 
be  expressed  and  in  which  many  sick 


people  have  an  opportunity  to  renew 
themselves  in  conscious  relationship 
to  the  God  of  love  and  wholeness  and 
in  the  supporting  power  of  Christian 
fellowship.  At  the  re-opening  service, 
the  bishop  also  blessed  a handsome 
new  communion  chalice  and  paten, 
given  by  the  surgical  service  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  late  Dr.  Alexander 
E.  W.  Ada. 

On  July  1st,  the  Rev.  James  C.  Wal- 
worth, who  had  served  the  Hos- 
pital Center  most  effectively  for  almost 
nine  years  as  an  associate  chaplain, 
accepted  a call  to  be  chaplain  of  All 
Saints  Hospital,  Fort  Worth,  Texas.  His 
place  on  the  staff  was  taken  by  the 
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Report  of  the  Chaplain,  continued 


Rev.  Thomas  A.  Dillard,  a young  priest 
from  the  Diocese  of  Western  Massa- 
chusetts, who  had  served  in  two  New 
York  City  parishes.  He  completed  his 
second  and  third  quarters  of  clinical 
pastoral  education  at  St.  Luke's  under 
Chaplain-Supervisor  Alvin  V.  Hart. 
Chaplain  Dillard  has  proven  himself  a 
skillful  and  sensitive  pastor  to  both 
patients  and  Hospital  Center  family. 
He  is  a valuable  addition  to  the  staff. 

The  Hospital  Center  continues  to  be 
fully  accredited  for  the  training  of 
clergy  and  theological  students  by  the 
National  Association  for  Clinical  Pas- 
toral Education.  In  1968,  under  Chap- 
lain Hart,  four  quarters  of  training 
were  held,  involving  nine  ordained 
clergy,  and  seven  seminarians,  repre- 
senting six  different  Christian  commu- 
nions. The  growing  ecumenical  aspect 
of  the  training  was  underscored  by  the 
presence  this  past  summer  of  the  first 
Roman  Catholic  seminarian  to  train  at 
St.  Luke's. 

A new  evening  chapel  program  for 
the  freshman  class  of  the  School  of 
Nursing  appears  to  have  been  a suc- 
cessful compromise  between  the  rec- 
ognition that  compulsory  chapel  at- 
tendance for  students  is  an  outdated 
concept  and  the  real  value  of  some 
connection  between  the  activities  of 
student  nurses  and  the  chapel  and 
chaplains.  In  place  of  the  daily  service 
of  Evensong,  traditionally  sung  by  the 
students  five  nights  a week,  chapel 
was  held  the  first  semester  Monday 
through  Thursday.  On  two  evenings, 
Choral  Evensong  was  sung,  and  the 
other  two  offered  a variety  of  chapel 
experiences  — talks  and  discussion 
groups  on  comparative  religions  led  by 
visiting  clergy  and  others  representing 
numerous  churches  and  faiths,  non- 
Christian  as  well  as  Christian.  Other 
forms  of  worship  were  introduced, 
such  as  an  Episcopal  Eucharist,  a Ro- 
man Catholic  Mass,  a Presbyterian 
service  of  Holy  Communion,  and  a 
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"folk  mass"  replete  with  guitar  ac- 
companiment and  very  exuberant 
singing.  During  the  second  semester, 
student  chapel  was  held  on  Mondays 
and  Wednesdays  only.  The  new  pro- 
gram seemed  to  be  appreciated  by  the 
students,  both  for  its  variety  and  its 
comprehension  of  the  various  reli- 
gious backgrounds  of  patients  they 
will  be  serving. 

The  ministry  of  the  chaplains  con- 
tinues to  be  related  to  many  areas 
of  life  both  in  an  out  of  the  hospital. 
During  the  year  Chaplain  Sweetser 
preached  and  spoke  in  several  parish 
churches  and  appeared  on  the  NBC- 


TV  Today  Show  in  a discussion  of  the 
problems  and  ethics  of  organ  trans- 
plantations and  other  developing 
medical  procedures.  He  continues  to 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  Council  of 
Churches'  Manhattan  Committee  on 
Pastoral  Care.  Chaplain  Hart  is  one  of 
the  leaders  of  a weekly  intensive  group 
program  at  the  General  Theological 
Seminary.  In  October  he-and  Chaplain 
Sweetser  represented  the  Hospital 
Center  at  the  Association  for  Clinical 
Pastoral  Education  annual  meeting  in 
Chicago.  Chaplain  C.  Leland  Udell  as- 
sumes the  primary  responsibility  for 
the  work  of  the  chaplaincy  in  the 
School  of  Nursing.  He  also  serves  the 


Episcopal  residents  at  the  nearby  Asso- 
ciation Home  for  the  Aged.  He  has 
been  working  very  actively  with  Dr. 
Richard  N.  Pierson,  Jr.  of  the  radio- 
isotope laboratory  in  the  research  pro- 
gram of  the  whole  body  counter.  The 
involvement  of  many  young  people 
from  Episcopal  schools  in  this  work  is 
providing  valuable  data  for  very  sig- 
nificant research.  The  students  in  turn 
receive  unusual  scientific  insights  and 
experience.  Chaplain  Dillard  serves 
the  City  of  New  York  as  a member  of 
the  Council  of  Advisors  to  the  Borough 
President  of  Manhattan  for  the  Com- 
munity Planning  Board. 

But  the  primary  activity  of  all  the 
chaplains,  including  the  tireless 
service  of  the  clergy  from  the  neigh- 
boring Roman  Catholic  Grotto  Church 
of  Notre  Dame,  and  of  Rabbi  Jacob 
Kleinman,  is  their  ministry  to  our  pa- 
tients. The  objective  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Religious  Services  is  to  be 
to  all  the  Hospital  Center  an  effec- 
tive and  helpful  expression  of  Saint 
Luke's  motto:  Corpus  Sanare;  Animam 
Salvare  — To  heal  the  body;  to  free 
the  soul.  ■

In  a year-long  whirlwind  of  activity, 
the  St.  Luke's  Auxiliary  and  the  Assist- 
ant Board  of  Woman's  Hospital  once 
more  demonstrated  their  ability  to 
provide  the  feminine  touch  that  gives 
a cosmopolitan  flavor  to  the  already 
fast  pace  of  life  at  the  Hospital  Center. 
Working  together,  through  the  Special 
Events  Committee,  the  two  groups 
sponsored  a benefit  performance  of 
Barbra  Streisand's  "Funny  Girl"  and 
brought  over  $10,000  to  the  Dual  Cen- 
tury Fund.  The  Special  Events  Commit- 
tee has  thus  far  raised  nearly  $175,000 
for  the  Fund. 


The  Auxiliary  celebrated  the  tenth 
anniversary  of  the  Scrymser  gift  shop 
with  a banner  year  in  sales.  The  Assist- 
ant Board  continued  to  operate  the 
Woman's  Gift  Shop  with  great  success. 

In  April,  the  Auxiliary's  "Champagne 
Picnic  at  the  Plaza"  attracted  nearly 
500  guests.  A profit  from  this  fashion 
show-luncheon  of  some  $5,000  was 
given  to  the  employees  tuition  aid 
fund.  One  thousand  dollars  was  also 
given  to  the  Therapeutic  Nursery 
School  program. 

The  Auxiliary  also  sponsored  an  art 
show  for  Hospital  Center  family  mem- 
bers in  the  school  of  nursing  audi- 
torium in  November,  and  over  one 
hundred  works  were  displayed.  The 
Auxiliary's  annual  Christmas  bazaar 
was  another  1968  success  as  was  the 
Auxiliary  sponsored  dinner-dance  for 
nursing  school  seniors  in  February. 

Reflecting  the  troubles  of  the  City, 
a proposed  Auxiliary-sponsored 
"career's  day"  for  community  students 
was  cancelled  because  of  a strike  by 
New  York  teachers. 

The  Assistant  Board  was  also  caught 
up  in  the  swirl  of  events  when  a 
June  benefit  aboard  the  S.S.  Santa  Rosa 
was  cancelled  in  tribute  to  the  slain 
Senator  Robert  F.  Kennedy.  However, 
through  the  generosity  of  patrons,  the 
planned  benefit  did  raise  $4,000  for 
the  Dual  Century  Fund. 

On  a happier  note,  the  Assistant 
Board  was  responsible  for  refurbishing 
of  both  the  doctors'  locker  room  and 
the  Woman's  Hospital  coffee  shop. 


The  Babies  Alumni  program  was  con- 
tinued and  raised  more  than  $7,000. 

Time  took  its  toll  on  both  groups  as 
Auxilians  Mrs.  William  Van  Leer  and 
Mrs.  Jarvis  Cromwell,  wife  of  the  Board 
Co-chairman,  died  in  1968,  as  did 
Babies  Alumni  secretary,  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Moran. 

Both  Auxilians  and  Assistant  Board 
members  were  active  in  decorating 
and  volunteer  work  during  the  year. 


They  also  participated  in  the  campaign 
of  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  and  sev- 
eral were  honored  for  their  contribu- 
tions to  the  City-wide  effort. 

The  Hospital  Center  was  further 
honored  when  Jean  Coates,  a St.  Luke's 
graduate,  was  selected  as  the  Fund's 
poster  nurse  for  1968. 

The  ladies  were  a truly  essential  part 
of  the  team  in  1968  as  they  have  been 
over  the  years.  ■

Once  again,  the  contributions  of  thou- 
sands of  persons  made  it  possible  for 
St.  Luke's  to  continue  serving  the  needs 
of  the  community  in  1968. 

Physicians,  volunteers,  trustees,  staff 
members  and  friends  of  the  Hospital 
Center  gave  unstintingly  of  their  time 
and  talents  to  the  cause  of  St.  Luke's, 
which  remained  as  Muhlenberg  di- 
rected, “A  Christian  family  entertaining 
its  guests,  all  of  whom  are  ill." 


Financial  support  for  the  Hospital  Cen- 
ter was  distinguished  in  1968  by  both 
the  number  of  large  gifts  and  by  the 
breadth  of  support  received  from  a 
wide  segment  of  its  community. 

The  Dual  Century  Fund,  spurred  on 
by  a gift  of  one  million  dollars  from  an 
anonymous  donor,  raised  $1,691,699 
for  the  expansion  and  renovation  pro- 
gram of  the  Hospital  Center. 

Research  grants  from  governmental 
and  private  sources  were  $2,242,51 1 .46. 
Special  purpose  gifts  and  grants 
amounted  to  $826,878.19,  including  a 
number  of  memorial  gifts  and  the 
establishment  of  a substantial  number 
of  new  special  purpose  funds. 


General  purpose  giving  to  St.  Luke's 
and  Woman's  totalled  $201,955.80,  of 
which  $109,360  was  received  from 
their  annual  Christmas  appeals. 

For  well  over  a century,  friends  of 
St.  Luke's  and  Woman's  have  provided 
for  posthumous  gifts  to  the  Hospital 
Center.  In  1968,  bequests  amounted 
to  $1,092,017.47.  In  all,  more  than 
$6,000,000  was  received  from  grants 
and  benefactions  during  the  year. 

The  theme  of  the  1968  annual  ap- 
peal was  "Santa  is  on  our  Staff."  That 
giving  spirit  was  amply  reflected  by 
the  many  persons  who  recognized  the 
needs  of  the  Hospital  Center  through 
their  kind  support.  ■
